Harry Coffee's Position

ONGRESSMAN HARRY COFFEE of the Fifth 
district has made his position clear upon 
the question of continuing parity paym ents to Ne­ 
b raska farm ers. If quoted correctly in the press, 
Mr. Coffee b eliev es the parity paym ent plan should 
b e ab andoned. 
That propt^al is of genuine concern to ev ery 
producer who raises corn, and w heat in this state. 
It can b e said w ith im pressiv e supporting ev idence 
in the election figures them selv es that the farm ers 
of Neb raska repudiated the Roosev elt farm pro­ 
gram . But Mr. W illkle and the repub lican platform 
b oth promised to continue the farm program in all 
of its essential phases so the issue could not b e and 
w as not drav yn clearly. Among large num b ers of 
Neb ra.'.ka farm ers the word was passed out that in 
the ev ent of a W illkie v ictory the b enefits paid 
would b e increased. 
But Congressman Coffee is a m em b er of the 
com m ittee on agriculture, and in the natural ord« r 
of seniority he has b een adv ancing tow ard the 
higher post w here his position w ill giv e him pres­ 
tige. Likewise as a spokesman for a farm state his 
v iews will draw greater attention than they would 
if Mr. Coffee represented an industrial area. 
Much of his district em b races the N eb raska 
pan-handle which is the heart of the liv estock in­ 
dustry of this state. The old notion that cheap corn 
is the prim ary interest of the ranching fam ilies of 
N eb raska ought to b e pretty well dissipated b y this 
tim e. Cheap corn nev er supported for any con­ 
siderab le period of time high-priced b eef. Inv ari­ 
ab ly depressed prices for corn, reflecting them ­ 
selv es a considerab le period, resulted in low prices 
for cattle. There is no quarrel b etween th« cattle 
raiser and the grain producer. 
« 
This paper b eliev es parity paym ents hav e b een 
a great b oon to the farm ers of N eb raska, and it 
b eliev es they should b e continued.

' ;^ROM a distance It appears that Verne M arshall, 
tne Iowa pub lisher, is hav ing the tim e of his 
life. Since assum ing chairm anship of a self-con­ 
stituted com m ittee to keep the U. S. out of w ar, 
Mr. M arshall has achiev ed the distinction, so he 
announced, of receiv ing threats against his life. 
T hat is the goal of ev ery red-b looded, tw o- 
fisted crusader. 
More seriously, unless some solicitous friend 
grab s Mr. M arshall b y the arm , and leads him out 
into the air to cool off, he may succeed in m aking 
a dam n f6ol out of himself. Of course he is in 
earnest in a b ig way—perhaps, too b ig a way for 
his own good. When a man b egins to see som e­ 
thing sinister in ev ery passing b reeze, it's a sure 
sign he it taking things, including himself, alto­ 
gether too seriously. 
Now Mr. M arshall is a forthright, first-rate 
cb np; not giv en to ov er-excitem ent a.s a general 
rule. The Am erican people are not ready for w ar, 
and nev er will b e ready for w ar if w ar can b e 
av oided. The Am erican people, under the leader­ 
ship of President Roosev elt, already hav e made 
a greater sacrifice for peace than apparently Mr. 
M arshall and a lot of other people realize. They 
hav e surrendered the freedom of the seas, dev otion 
to which got us into the last w ar, and they sur­ 
rendered it delib erately under the leadership of 
President Roosev elt through passage of the present 
neutrality act. 
Mr. M arshall persists in m aking the sam e m is­ 
take which has b een so apparent since the start of 
all of this discussion. Only one official b ranch of 
gov ernm ent in the U. S. hat the power to put the 
U. S. into this war. It is congress. Only congress 
can v ote a w ar declaration, and there ^ ab out as 
m uch chance of congress v oting a w ar declaration 
in the im m ediate m onths ahead as there is of 
Verne M arshall landing the repub lican nom ination 
for president in 19 44. Not that Mr. M arshall has 
any am b ition to b ecome the repub lican nominee in 
19 44, b ut the parallel naturally suggests itself in 
the search in an uncertain world of things which 
w ill not happen. 
A distinguished contem porary comes forw ard 
w ith a most pertinent, and a most truthful ob serv a­ 
tion. Yhere are too m any organizations dev eloping 
in this country to shape Am erican thought in rela­ 
tion to the European struggle. It is getting so that 
some new com m ittee is b orn ev ery m orning, and 
the next logical step seem ingly wmild b e the estab ­ 
lishm ent of an Am erican com m ittee to look after 
these v arious ccxnmittees. It would hav e b y all odds 
the toughest Job of the entire b unch. T here is Mr. 
M arshall for exam ple. As chairm an of the com m it­ 
tee to keep A m erica out of w ar his life is in grav e 
danger. The com m ittee to look after the com m ittees 
should b e assigned to accom pany Mr. M arshall 
ev ery hour of the day, and to guard ov er his 
cradle during the hours of night. The com m ittee to 
look after these v arious com m ittees should w ait

■ T I<S a swel4 job some of these weekly new spapers 
.. in N eb raska are doing. In recent week« they 
hav e b een inv estigating and hav e b een printing 
the stories of conserv ation practices on N eb raska 
farm s. It is a type of news dev elopm ent which 
needs encouragem ent. 
The results are putting in their appearance. 
N early 
four year* hav e unfolded since the soil 
conserv ation 
program 
estab lished 
itself 
perm a­ 
nently. 
The im m ediate fruits w ere 
not to b e ex­ 
pected. Soil that had b een neglected for years could 
not b e expected to rev eal Imm ediate im prov em ent 
as a result of painstaking cultiv ation. Those b ene­ 
fits are accum ulating. But now after a sufficient 
lapse of tim e farm ers w ho hav e b een the most 
conscientious in rotating the crops, in conserv ing 
ev ery drop 
of m oisture through terracing 
and 
through other practices, are reaping splendid div i­ 
dends. One eastern N eb raska farm er harv ested a 
crop which av eraged 45 b ushels to the acre al­ 
though his field was upon high tab le land. 
It would hav e required doub le the num b er of 
acres to hav e produced as much corn, he reported, 
at the conclusion of the harv est had he followed the 
old farm ing practice which he utilized up until 
recent years. 
This state has one m ajor task and that is to 
increase the production of its farm s. Simply in­ 
creasing the acreage w ill not necessarily add to the 
harv est. Consistently throughout all of the period 
from 19 34 to the present tim e from a fourth to as 
high as three-fourths of the planted fields produced 
little or nothing, due to drouth.

h e re ar© sev eral reason! 
which

p elled Herr Hitler to flood Ru­ 
mania with German troop s, but 
to me the most logical exrlcrna- 
tion is that he is trying to fore­ 
stall a p ossible hostile Russian 
mov e during his p rojected in­ 
v asion of England. 
The nazi fuehrer needs every 
mince of air power he can muf^ter 
for this attack. He cant afford to 
have great numbers of warplanes 
drawn from this operation for use 
on his eastern front. 
This 
fresh 
blitzkrieg 
against 
Britain is the biggest thing left 
in nazi stiategy . 
Successful In­ 
vasion is the only sure road to 
quick victory —and time Is begin­ 
ning to tread on Hitler’s heels. 
The nazi fuehrer lost his great­ 
est opportunity to win the war 
when he failed to deliver the 
knockout blow to a staggering 
J ohn Bull last summer, and the 
chances of failure in this new 
gamble (for that’s what It is) are 
heavy . Therefore nothing can be 
allowed to interfere with the com­ 
ing drive. 
RuMla Only Threat. 
There’s only one real pos.sibility 


of outside military interference 
with the Immediate nazi program, 
and that lies In Russia. The Mus­ 
covites have been showing in­ 
creasing coolness toward Germany 
—a change which has coincided 
with the great military successes 
of Britain and her allies over Mus- 
solinl. 
As the Germans pour troops 
into Rumania the boLshevlsts are 
piling up forces opposite them. I 
believe they are massing tenta­ 
tively against each other. 
Perhaps we can get a better 
view of the prMent position if we 


look back Ju.st a bit. Observers 
generally long have 
recognized 
the hklthood that Germany and ^ 
Rus.sli would go to war with each 
other somier or later—probably 
sooner. 
The 
circumstance 
that j 
they have been co-operating as a 
matter of expediency doesn’t alter 
the fact that their interests clash 
heavily and that they are natural 
enemies. 
Seek Same Territory . 
The causes underly ing the hos­ 
tility aren’t new. Hitler Icng ago 
cast cov-etous ey es on the vastly 
rich Ru.ssian Ukraine. On top of 
that, and partly because of it. 
both nations desire control of the 
same territory in the Balkans. 
At the moment they are seek­ 
ing domination of Rumania and 
the three mouths of the great 
Danube, which forms a navigable

comes a lifeline of the retch. What 
they are after is a base for future 
offensive or defensive operations

Ger­ 
mans and Italians met in confer­ 
ence to try to settle control of the 
Danubian mouths. This parley has 
ju.st broken up without success. 
Indeed, fist fights were reported 
between the bolshevists and the 
fascists. To cap all this, reports 
from Bucharest quote soviet dip­ 
lomats as say ing that Russia will 
occupy the mouths of the Danube 
after the first of the y ear.
